FLAMES IN A NAVY YARD 


Fire CmisfB Much Damage to Property 


Near Portsmouth, N. H. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Jan. 27.—The large » 


fire that ever occurred nt tho Kittery navy 
yard started about 8 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing in tho boiler room ef building No. 45, 
occupied by tho construction and repair 
department as machine and iron plato shops. 
The flre quickly extended along the shaft- 
ing and oily timbers into building No. 40, 
occupied as a futtock mill, and workmen 
were obliged to drop their tools and jump 
through the windows to escape. A general 
alarm was rung in and four steamers be- 
longing to the navy yard were quiokly on 
hand. Despite the efforts of the department 
and the Marine guard the fire extended into 
the machine shop, and help was then called 
for from this city. Steamer Kearsarge and 
a hose company were immediately sent over 
the ferry on a steamboat, and with these re- 
inforcements the flre was confined entirely to 
the two buildings. The two buildings were 
built in 1S45-0, and constructed in Btllt fash- 
ion; granite pillars being set upon a heavy 
foundation and the rest of the buildings were 
constructed of wood. During the war the 
buildings were remodeled and connected to- 
gether, making a. building 400 feet in length 
and «5 feet in width. The loss is expected to 
reach $100,000. 


The building with its contents was en- 


tirely destroyed. 
Among other things 


burned iu tho store room was tho furniture 
of the United States steamer Junitia, now 
being repaired at the yard. Portions of the 
furniture of the United States steamer Lan- 
caster were also stored in the building, and 
a large amount of stores belonging to the 
general storekeeper's supplies.
